You May Be Eligible For Financial Aid 


The following article is first of a 
two-part series detailing financial 
aid at CSUS. Part II, which wil! be 
published nex: week, wil! cover 
specific aid programs and the 
origin of financial aid money.

Financial aid applications for 
Fall °74 will be available beginning 
Dec. 17. The applications may be 
picked up in the Financial Aids Of- 
fice which is located in the tem- 
porary buildings at the foot of Guy 
West Bridge. Deadline for retur- 
ning the applications is March 15, 
1974, 


Who is eligible for financial aid? 
According to Ralph Alvarez, direc- 
tor of financial aids ¢d student 
employment, recipients are chosen 
on the basis of need. Alvarez 
stressed that students cannot 
receive aid, and it does not matter 
how needy they are, if they do not 
turn in the appropriate papers by 
March 15. 


Regulations change from year 
to year. That means that a student 
who did not qualify for aid one 
year may qualify the following 
year. Alvarez feels since each 
student’s application is considered 
individually, then “a student 
should never assume that his con- 
ditions are identical to another 
student’s and therefore he will be 
denied aid, also.” 


Some people feel that financial 
aids give support mainly to ethnic 
minorities on this campus. Figures 
show this to be untrue. The money 





at CSUS is split nearly half and 
half with about 50 per cent going to 
whites and 50 per cent going to 
Blacks, American Indians, Orien- 
tals, and students with Spanish sur- 
names. Federal regulations prevent 
the office from singling out 
minorities a5 the only recipients of 
aid. Federal auditors also review 
the applications belonging to 
students who were denied aid. 


“A common myth that sur- 
rounds the Financial Aids Office 
says that we make, in this office, a 
determination of how much aid the 
student will be getting,” stated 
Alvarez. The Financial Aids Office 
decides who is to receive aid by 
reviewing guidelines set by other 
offices. 


Each year, the Chancellor’s of- 
fice hands down a student budget 
(estimation of academic and 
related expenses). All students are 
expected to provide some financial 
help, commonly in the form of 
summer earnings. This self-help 
expectation for 1974-75 will 
probably be no less than $600. 


Total student assets, including 
self-help, earnings during school, 
scholarships, parent support, are 
weighed against the student 
budget. When the student's assets 
do not cover expected expenses, 
then financial aid, in one form or 
another is awarded. 


There are six different budgets 
currently used in the determination 
of financial aid. Covered in these 
budgets are students living with 
their parents and commuting to 
school; students not living with

There will be general faculty 
meeting today in the Little Theatre 
beginning at 2:35 p.m. University 
President James Bond, Faculty 
Senate Chair Dick Cleveland, and 
the campus President of the United 
Professors of California, Manny 
Gale, will address the meeting, 
after which it will be open for ques- 
tions.

Assigning employees outside 
their areas of responsibility. For 
instance, detailing a_ skilled 
craftsman to an unskilled job 


— Ordering equipment without 
consulting the personnel involved 
As a result, unneeded equipment 
and inadequate “tinker-toys” are 
purchased. 


Separating part-time student 
crews from full-time employees. 
Without the proper instruction, the 
work often must be redone. The 
problem is not the student workers, 
but the lack of instruction. 


— Safety code violations. 


—Cutting back personnel 
through attrition. That is, not 
replacing retiring and resigning 
workers. 


Complaints 


1. The creation of committees 
and task forces without the con- 
sultation of the Faculty Senate. 

2. The violation by President 
Bond of the Constitution of the 
Faculty, Article III, Section 2A, 
concerning the role of the Faculty 
Senate in recommending univer- 
sity policy. 

3. The reaffirmation of the role 
and responsibility of the Faculty 
Senate in the governance of CSUS. 

The Faculty Senate also voted 
last week to hold the meeting, ad- 
ding as a fourth point of discussion 
consultative procedures for the 
selection of academic ad- 
ministrators. 

The meeting comes almost a 
week after the Faculty Senate 
asked faculty members to 
withdraw support from President 
Bond's task forces and committees. 
Bond has since then proposed that 
a President’s Advisory Council be 
established, which might resolve 
the conflicts which have arisen 
between the administration and the 
Faculty and Student Senates. 

All classes will be dismissed for 
the meeting.

Editor, the Hornet: 

This letter to you represents a 
“first” for me. For the ap- 
proximately 23 years | have been 
employed in various capacities in 
higher education, I have resisted 
writing letters to student 
newspapers about matters of 
concern to me. However, the unfair 
attacks and gratuitous insults of 
Mr. L. David Carden against Dr 
Willis Black, director of the Career 
Development and Placement 
Center, which have been presented 
in editions of the Horne? this Fall 
have prompted me to break with 
this tradition temporarily. The 
most recent such attack was a letter 
tothe Hornet by Mr. Carden which 
appeared in your Friday, Nov. 30 
edition. 

| have been acquainted with Dr 
Black's work in the area of 
placement in the CSUC system for 
about |7 years and I have had the 
privilege of being a staff colleague 
of his for more than five years. On 
the basis of this association, I con- 
sider him to be a highly competent 
and qualified professional in his 
field as well as an able ad- 
ministrator 

During the years | was a staff 
mem ber in the office of Student Af- 
fairs in the Chancellor's Office, | 
heard Dr. Black referred to as “Mr. 
Placement.” This appellation was 
used in recognition of his profes- 
sional leadership and expertise in 
his area of specialization as well as 
in the genera! area of student per- 
sonnel work. Dr. Black's name was 
one of those mentioned as a pos- 
sibility for the position of statewide 
Dean of Student Affairs on the 
Chancellor's staff when that 
Position was vacant several years 
ago. This was because of his ex- 
cellent professional reputation. 

In his letter ef Nov. 30, Mr. 
Carden states, “It might be interes- 
ting to note that the Placernent 
Center was named as a defendant 
ina law suit alleging discrimination 
against women.” It is my 
understanding that there was not 
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such a law suit held because the 
charges were dropped. It is also my 
understanding that this occurred 
more than four years ago. If Mr 
Carden was not a student at CSUS 
at that time, one wonders what the 
source of his information is on 
matters such as this alleged law suit 

and what the motivations of 
those who might be supplying such 
information are 

Mr. Carden’s charges against 
the Career Development and 
Placement Center and Dr. Black 
appear to have certain characteris- 
tics of a personal vendetta against 
Dr. Black. Because Mr. Carden ts 
also the Chairman of the Student 
Senate Ad Hoc Committee to 
Assess the Placement Center, 
without even knowing the details 
of the assessment approach being 
used and instruments being em- 
ployed, certain questions come to 
mind such as the following: 

1. Is Mr. Carden, because of his 
seeming preconceptions and prior 
judgments, canable of approaching 
such an assessment in a sufficiently 
detached and objective manner? 

2. Are the items in the 
assessment instrument(s) a 
representative sampling in relation 
to the various services and 
functions performed by the 
Center? 

3. Are the items phrased in 
such a manner that they will struc- 
ture and control the types of res- 
ponses made by the respondents?

Editor's note: The following is a 
copy of a letter sent to President 
Bond. 


To: Dr. Bond, President of CSUS 
From: Concerned Students 
Subject: Removal of Window 
Handles 


We are questioning the removal 
of our window handles. The win- 
dow handies were removed, we 
have read, to conserve energy. 
Your method, apparently, is not 
the solution. Windows are stil! be- 
ing openec’, and will continue to be 
opened, when rooms are 
overheated and overcooled or 
when the system quits altogether, 
frequent occurances. The solution 
is to more effectively control 
temperatures so that the windows 
don't have to be opened. 

Also, did you consider the cost 
of removing (and replacing) the 
handles? Could that money not 
have been better spent in im- 
proving the air conditioning and 
heating systems? 

Did you even consider the pos- 
sibility of fire? Students and faculty 
may be trapped in fiery classrooms 
that have no sprinkler systems and 
that have only one exit. 

We feel the university's 
educational responsibility is to its 
students and faculty. It should bea 
test lab for ideas and should follow 
a ceaseless program of self- 
evaluation. The questionable act 
above gave no consideration to 
students or faculty who use these 
facilities daily. The university used 
no program or campaign to keep 
the windows closed. For this 
reason, the university has not 
fulfilled its responsibility because 
the students and faculty were not 
asked for ideas and the handle 
removal evidently was not 
evaluated. Therefore, we request 
that in the future students and 
faculty have a choice before ques- 
tionable acts such as this are 
initiated

Music Profs Overloaded

Your new and sudden respect 
for strict legal interpretations is 
quite startling.

however, to try and make clear why

| would argue that all music 
students have a responsibility to 
themselves and each other to look 
critically at the program and deter- 
mine how well it is meeting our 
needs. If we find it lacking. then we 
should bring this to the attention of 
our colleagues, discuss the 
problems, and try to work out 
solutions. It was in this spirit of 
constructive criticism and concern 
that | and others worked on the ar- 
ticle.

greatly without hurting themselves 
if they would only do their jobs as 
well as the majonty of the staff 

Janet’s comment that it is the 

advanced student who needs and 
deserves the most help can’t be ap- 
plied as a general rule. Often the 
beginner or intermediate student 
needs more time and more help :n 
order to get to a level where he, she 
can begin to teach himself | herself. 
The comparison of the Music 
Department with a conservatory 
isn't valid either. While it is true 
that students at a conservatory 
generally pay tuition and lesson 
fees. it is also true thai the conser- 
vatory system has traditionally had 
a vital and well-funded scholarship 
program to help those unable to 
bear the burden. We, of course, 
have aimost no_ scholarship 
program which could serve to 
offset the cost of private instruc- 
tion. At the same time, the public 
higher educational system in our 
state i supposed to operate at no 
or minimal! cost in order to allowa 
broad range of students the 
benefits of education formerly 
reserved for the nch. She also 
seemed to imply that a willingness 
to pay for lessons demonstrates the 
student's seriousness and sincerity 
towards music. I don’t think that 
this 1s a standard of commitment 
that has much merit. 

Finally, 1 must state that 
although I have been a severe critic 
of the department, | have at the 
same time benefited from the best it 
has to offer. The incorrect 
reference to me as an “ex-bassoon 
major™ seemed to imply that bas- 
soon students had suffered with 
this problem. We, however, have 
always been afforded hour-iong 
lessons without charge. To all of 
those in the department who are 
working hard under difficult cir- 
cumstances, my apologies for the 
unclearness and my thanks for 
your efforts. To those | have

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Resident Poet Eugene Redmond 
Called “Leading Black Neologist™

Eugene Redmond, poet-in- 
residence at CSUS, who has been 
called “the leading Black neologist 


writing poetry today, word- 
weaver, carver of high song 
magic.” by Quincy Troupe, has 


added to his list of exploits and ac- 
complishments a_ long-playing 
album, “Bloodlinks and Sacred 
Places.” 

Subtitled “A poetic excursion 
through the Black experience,” the 
record contains |! of Redmond’s 
best known poems, beginning with 
“Epigrams for My Father,” and in- 
cluding “River of Bones.” “Flesh 
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and Blood,” “Angle of Mercy,” and 
“Sun Ritual.” Redmond explains 
the album as being “patterned after 
black religious services and secular 
life as seen at social gatherings, 
etc.” 

Spontaneity is an integral part 
of the album. Recalling the recor- 
ding session Redmond says “60 
people were there, all of whom had 
been served Cold Duck 
beforehand. These people were 
then allowed to react to the 
reading.” At one point, Redmond 
said, “I was reading something real 
dead-pan and somebody made me 
laugh we left it on the record.” 
Accompanying his readings, one 
for each poem, were saxophonist 
Ike Paggett, guitarist Jimmy 
Daniels and drummer Ed Jeffer- 
son 

Redmond. who professes to 
have an almost religious interest in 
oral culture, and in oral, audio, and 
gestural expression, hopes to do 
several more albums. “In these 
albums {| want to use more and 
more of the techniques of the 
theaire of poetry, which employs 
dance, sound, etc.” 

His aim ts to recover the initial 
ritual social-religious implications 
and functions of old. “I want to 
achieve the power, and to tap the 
archival roots of expression, 
especially since | am Black, the 
Black roots of civilization.” He 
feels that the troubadors of older 
times were close to real poetry. 

Redmond has lived in Califor- 
nia since 1970. “California, 2s op- 
posed to the Midwest is wider. 
more open, horizontal. It has given 
me a wider view point. It has 
broken my lines of poetry. It's a 
serious impact on my technical 
development.” Other differences in 
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environment have resulted in sub- 
ject changes — “I never would have 
written a poem about a Mexican 
restaurant in East St 
because there aren't any in East St 
Louis 

Talking about his life and ex- 


Louis, 


periences, Redmond says, “I've 
lived a vast life which is quan- 
titative to many men my 


grandmother ratsed me and she 
hammered into me “that you've got 
to work harder to keep up with the 
whites.” 

In his sophomore year at 
Southern Illinois University, Red- 
mond helped found the local Even- 
ing Voice, a St. Louis weekly, and 
won recognition for exposes and 
editorial attacks on city hall cor- 
ruption and school board political 
patronage. 

In 1963 he helped establish the 
East St. Louis Monitor where he 
held various editorial positions 
While in graduate school at 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
he won several awards and 
citations for poetry. In 1966 Red- 
mond’s poem, “The Bastard” 
appeared in the anthology Tam- 
bourine, alongside the works of 
sennessee Williams and Marianne 
Moore. 

Redmond has been a senior

Kohoutek, a new comet which 
is traveling toward orbit with the 
earth, is due to be visible over Sac- 
ramento skies this week. The 
brightness of the comet will be 
equal and more than the planet 
Venus. The inspiring sight ts 
already visible just before sunrise 
in the southeastern sky, about 10 
degrees above the horizon, its tail 
streaming 50 million miles behind 
it 


Traveling at about 126,000 
miles per hour, Kohoutek will 
reach a peak of intensity about 
Dec. 28 when it will be closest to 
the sun and about 100 million miles 
from the earth. Then, it will move 
away toward the sunset. its tail 
preceding it as it graduaily 
disappears from view toward the 
end of January.

Dr. Lubos Kohoutek, after 
whom the comet was named. was 
analyzing some _ photographic 
plates taken March 9, in his obser- 
vatory in West Germany. He 
noticed on them a faint nebulous 
object that was not supposed to be 
there. According to Prof. Homer 
Ibser of the CSUS_ Physics 
Department many discoveries are 
made this way, especially in the 
world of astronomy 

Says Prof. Ibser, “There are 
{0,000 comets floating around in 
the solar system. It’s anybody's 
guess where they come from 
Kohoutek has probably been 
traveling around for a million 
years.” The coming of Kohoutek 
has excited the astronomical world 
as nothing since the visit of Halley's 
comet in 1910, when the earth ac- 
tually passed through that comet's 
tal 


Two Plays Depict Tension

The Sons & Ancestors Players 
are currently presenting two works 
in progress by Fred Foote, called 
“A Black Community Writer's Ex- 
perimental Theatre.” The two 
plays are excellent beginnings. 


Small's Paradise, directed by 
Charles Dalton, Jr., tells of aday in 
Alexander Small’s life as a Black 
counselor in a boy's reformatory. 
The tension here is between Small, 
his white co-worker Price, and the 
Black youths in the reformatory 


All the characters in this play 
are well done, particularily Orland 
Gladden as Small, Rory Berryman 
as Brown and Don Waltmire as 
Price. The only thing holding back 
the opening scenes of the play is 
poor timing — the awkward pauses 
tend to flatten the dialogue. 
However, as the action progresses 
toward the final confrontation 
between Small and Brown, the 
pace begins to click until the 
audience finally sees and feels a 
well-tuned balance of tension 
between the players. The final 
scene is excellent.

The second play, Last Blues, 
directed by Hope Daniels, is about 
a young Black instructor torn apart 
by a mentally disturbed wife, 
demanding students, and the 
demands of the white society. 

Cynthia Murphy, as Dawn, is 
incredible. She carries the audience 
up and down with her excellent 
portrayal of a disturbed woman. 
Mike Watts, as Edward, the focal 
point of the play, does a fine job of 
portraying his character's struggle 
against the oppression of a white 
society. 

The most interesting scene in 
this play shows Edward seated ona 
sofa, centered on a starkly lit stage. 
The lights grow progressively 
dimmer as a woman in a white 
mask slowly, eerily, brings Edward 
African recipes, retyped notes; in 
short, remedies and solutions to his 
problems. His questions are 
answered only by her hysterical 
laughter. The scene ends with a 
scream...and frightening darkness.

A Brand New Christmas Star 


The Astronomical Society of 
Pacific has had more than 10,000 
orders for a pamphlet calied The 
Great Comet of 1973. The Mariner 
spacecraft on its way to Venus will 
photograph Kohoutek, as will the 
Skylab II astronauts. The Chabot 
Science Center in Oakland will be 
undertaking some _ elaborate 
research experiments, and the 
Department of Astrophysics at 
U.C. Berkeley will be making ight 
intensity and chemical compound 
measurements, and members of 
San Francisco's Sidewalk As- 
tronomers will be observing the 
phenomenon. 

Comets have always aroused 
fear in the superstitious. They have 
been considered the heralds of dire 
events like the death of kings and of 
famines or signs of divine wrath. 
Early day witnesses described 
comets as fiery swords, blood- 
stained crosses, and decapitated 
heads with shaggy beards. Halley's 
comet with its 76 year orbit, has 
been associated with historic 
events. It appeared when Attila the 
Hun sacked Rome in 452. In 610, 
when Mohammed, the prophet of 
Islam, began to preach in Mecca. 
At the Norman invasion in 1066 
when the Normans _ invaded 
England. Prof. Ibser says that a 
famous tapestry, the Bayeaux 
tapestry was woven during this 
time and the comet was included in 
it. 

Even tn modern t'mes Halley's 
comet aroused apreicssion. In 
1910 an American selling pills got 
rich when he guaranteed them to 
ward off the effect of the comet. 
Kohoutek has already aroused 
public imagination. People have 
called it everything from the 
Second Coming of Christ to the 
End of the World.
